Dwellers 


I must confers to no small 
fecling of sympathy with , the 
basement dwellers in Kowloon 
who have been given 2 month’s 
notice to vacate by the Urban 
Council. In common with far 
too many folk, I’ve had a hous- 
ing hendache ever sinee I re- 
turned to the Colony early Inst 
venr. Moat of the time I've 
lived in a hotel, an excellent 
hotel. bit nonethelers—a hotel. 
For three months I’ve had the 
ecstasy of living in a furnished 
fint—whose ~owner, alas, re- 
turns to Hong Kou this week. 
By the month end 1 shall be 
hack in q hotel room again. If 
my lot be a somewhat unhappy 
one, however, How much more 
eo in that of these poor folk. 

Granted that, living under 
such conditions, they are a 
menace to the-health of the 
community. Granted, too, that 
they have had since March, 
1947, to find other accommoda- 
tion (What of that? I’ve been 
looking since February, 1946. 
and have .gotten nowhere!) 
Where are these people to find 
alternative accommodation? 
What if they can’t? Forced to 
live in the street, they may well 
be as much a menace to public 
health as in a basement. 


More so, perhaps.-

It's all very well to say they 
must move out. It’s all very 
well to say they can find alter- 
native accommodation — but 
that’s not a statement easy to 
substantiate; remember, rents 
even of slum cubicles are today 
often beyond the means of these 
poor folk. I agree that their 
presence: mars 0 residential 
aren. I ogres that, lacking 
sanitary facilities, they_use the 
streets as iatrines. But are 
matters going to be improved 
just by ejecting ‘them? 


‘A few, I suppose, will find 
an ‘odd corner somewhere os 
sub-sub-tertants in slum: cubl- 
cles. Already over populated 
so that in most cases they are 
a danger to health, these cubi- 
cles aye to be even more crowd- 
ed. It is little wonder our TB 
death-rate is so high. .

“INTERIM”: AID 
FOR EUROPE 
‘ 


It is clear now, if it was not 
already clear before the revival of 
the Comintern, tliat the political 
as well as the economic future of 
Western Europe must depend on 
the amount -of help forthcoming 
from the United States, and upon 
how soon it can arrive to exert 
an effective influence. Ae Mr. 
Marshall said, in his speech on 
Thursday, positive interim mea- 
sures are an urgent necessity to 
prevent a fatal deterioration in 
Europe — political, economical, 
and psychological — and before 
Congress Shas sufficient time to 
consider and, act upon a lony- 
range plan for American assis 
tance.  Stop-gap aid measures 
have already heen un 
dertaken. President Truman, who 
is at one with Mer.
